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Introduction 


This genealogical work is the result of interest aroused in the subject 
while attending a class in eugenics at the University of Indiana in 1923. As 
a part of the regular classwork it was necessary to learn something of our 
ancestors. In talking to my father he made the statement that his ancestors 
came from Loudoun Co., Virginia, and that they lived near Oldtowm on the upper 
forks of the Potomac River. This statement caused some confusion later becaus 
Loudoun County is not near Oldtown or the upper forks of the Potomac, and Old- 
town is in Maryland and not in Virginia. It was only efter a great deal of 
investigation and research that the Jeremiah Bonham farm was found across tne 
river from Oldtown and the records were discovered that showed that Jeremiah's 
father did live in Loudoun County. 


In fact it has taken 30 years of spare-time labor to piece together the 
bits of information into an understandable and authentic genealogical jigsaw 
puzzle as found on the following pages. The first part, or our direct line, 15 
made up of parts that fit snugly and are well authenticated. The later parts 
have large sections missing and some just don't fit. Nevertheless it is hoped 
that the information compiled here will be of benefit to other members of the 
family who may be interested in establishing their own direct line of ancestors. 


In collecting this material we have become aware of several things that 
may be noted here. First, it was surprising how often oid family tradition 
proved to be historically correct. Many times the variety of detail indicated 
in the various accounts tend to strengthen the general truth of the story. 
second, we have noted many individuals of great intelligence, morality, and i 
integrity among the generations of Bonhams. For this we are thankful, proud anv’ 
encouraged to continue to improve these characteristics. Finally, it has been 
interesting to note the close relation of the family story to the story of the 
development of our country. The family has been typical of many others in rela ~™ 
tion to settlement, migration, rugged individualism, political and military 
activities. Because of this we can more fully appreciate our heritage of freedom 
and be encouraged to constantly strive for community and national betterment. 


Great credit is due many people for assistance in preparing this work. 
This is especially true of Dr. E. L. Smith. Dr. Smith was a descendant of 
David and Tacy Bonham (Ch. I, Gen. 6) and it was he who published numerous 
letters written by older members of the Bonham family. Although these letters 
contain many errors and are at times confusing they have been the means of directing. 
search to the proper records. Without Dr. Smith's material this story could net 
have been told. Thanks should also go to many other persons who have given assis— 
tance but they are too numerous to record here.

Bonhams in Europe 

The family name cf Bonham has been in use for many generations and 
has been spelled in various ways during the years. In the tax records of 
Virginia the tax cellector spelled the name five different ways over a 
period of ten years. Some of the variations are ~ Bonam, Bonum, Bonahan, 
Bonhom, Bonem, Bonhorme, and Bonham. (1) The first and last forms are 
the most common and Bonham is the prevailing spelling today. However, 
Bonhomme is undouotedly the oldest form. William Bonhomme and Agnes Bon~« 
homme were listed on the "Hundreds Rolls" in the year 1234. (2) 

Many suggestions for the source of the name have been made. “The 
Dicticniry of English and Welsh Names," by Charles Bardsley, suggests that 
it may have come from “le Bonhomme" the name for an organization of men- 
dicant friars. This source lists Agnes, Anketin, Humfrey, and William as 
living in England in 1273. Richard is registered at the University of 
Oxfordin 1597. "The Paetronymica Britannica," by Mark Antony Lower, says, 
"This would appear to be the name of some locality. There was, however, a 
religious order called Bonhommes from whom the name may have originated. 
Bonhomme occurs in the H.R. as a stationary surname." (3) 

Although there may be some doubt about the source of the name, there 
is definite evidence that the name did come from France. Family tradition 
is strong on this point as the story is repeated by so many members of the 
family from many sections of the country. (4) According to tradition the 
family left France and came to England during one of the periods of religious

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persecution. Other evidence that the tredition is fact is pointed out by 
Momnette when he cites an old map of France, by Johnson, dated 1620 wuereon 

a town named Bonham is located Northeast of Saint Quentin. (1) Also Jean Bone 
homme was listed iw the city of New York in 1690 es of French origin. 

At any rate the Bonham family has played its part in the history of 
England for the past 650 years. Sir John Bonham was living in Wiltshire, 
Englend, in the year 1300 and was Knight of the Shire, His son, Nicholas, is 
jisted as Knight of the Shire in 1356. Thomas, the son of Nicholas, succeeded 
his father. He married Catherine Marney the daughter of Sir Henry Merney.

Thowas, the son of William and Frances, wes Knight of Stenvay Hall and 
Sheriff ef Counties Essex and Herts in 1526.

The trite expression, "Three brothers came to America," may well be ea

The church record of Plymouth contains the following state- 
ment, "On April 28, 1704 ayed our brother George Bonham, He lived te a good 


old age being about 95 years of age. He was a good man spake well of and is

gone to receive his crown, indicating that his exact age was not known except 


that he was very old. (7) He married, as a second wife, Sarah Morton, of 
Plymouth in 1644. (8) He sold land in Plymouth in 1647 and purchased land 

hie 1653 and again in 1656 and 1659. He built a house in 1678 which is still 
standing. He deeded land to his daughter in 1679. He witnessed a will in 1659 


and records show he was, indeed, an active citizen of the colony. (9)

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Wicholas Bonham {Chart I « Generation (2) ) 

Nicholas Bonham, born (ca) 1632, is generally recognized as being the 
son of George. Farly genealogists noted that George Bonham married Sarah Morton 
in 1644 and Nicholas Bonham married Hannan Fuller in 1658. This indicated that 
they were not father and son but brothers. They did not know that Sarah Morton 
was the second wife of Gecrge Bonham. More recent genealogists, such as 
Orra E. Monnette, show the relationship es that of father and son, Nicholas 
being the son of George and his first wife. Nicholas is recorded as being a 
citizen of Parnstable, Massachusetts, in 1662. It was here that he married on 
January 1, 1658, Hannah, the daughter of Samuel Fuller and Jane Lothrop Fuiler. (1) 
Therefore, it seems expedient to consider st this time the Fuller and Lothrop 
families as shown in Chart II. 

Robert Fuller (Chart II) and wife had Samuel and Edward, both of whom came 
to America on the Mayflower. (2) Edward, born 1575, married Ann and had Samuel 
who came to America with his parents. (3) The following information was taken 
from the Amos Otis papers (edited by C. F. Swift, 1888). Samuel Fuller, son of 
Edward and Ann Fuller, came over in the Mayflower in 1620. His parents died soon 
after they came ashore and he resided at Plymouth with his Uncle Samuel, the first 
physician who came to settle in our country. He had three acres on what is now 
called Watsons Hill. He was a freeman in the colony in 1634. He moved to Scituate 
where he married in the house of Mr. Cudworth on April 8, 1635, Jane, daughter of 
Reverend John Lothrop. He moved to Scituate, by letter from Plymouth, on Novem~ 
ber 7, 1636. He built the 15th house in Scituate in 1636 on Greenfield, the 
first house abutting on Kent Street. He moved to Barnstable in 1641 and was 
resognized a citizen there in 1644. His farm was located at the western limits 
of Barnstable and extended into Sandwich. The historical Congregational Church

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4s located nearby, and he surely was a member because his father-in-law vss the 
minister for the congregation from 1625 until his death in 1653. He was buried 
on Lothrope's Hill near the site of the Meeting House. (1) He was recognized as 
a man of fine character and ability. At his death his inventory of personal 
estate was above 1164. He died at Barnstable in 1683 one of last of the pas- 
sengers of the historic Mayflower. 

Jane Lothrop's (Chart II) great-great grandfather was John Lothrop, a 
prosperous citizen of Cherry Burton, England, in 1545. Her great-grandfather 
was Robert who died in 1588. Her grandfather was Thomas and her father was 
The Reverend John Lothrop. 

Reverend John was born in Ellen, Yorkshire, England. He was baptized. 
on December 20, 1584, and died in Barnstable on November 8, 1653. He attended 
Queens College, Cambridge, and “acquired the usual dissenting spirit." Jn 1611 
he became Vicar of Edgerton, Kent County, England, but resigned in 1623 and went 
to Longon where he became pastor of the first independent Congregational Church 
in London. The congregation broke up in 1632, and Reverend John was tried by 
the Star Chamber and imprisoned for two years in the Newgate prison. (2) In 
1633 his wife, Hannah Howse, passed away. In 1634 he was released from prison 
and sentenced to "banishment." He sailed from England with his daughter on the 
ship, Griffin, and landed in Boston in 1634. (It may be of interest to note that 
the famous Ann Hutchinson came to America on the same ship.) He settled at 
Scituate and then at Barnstable being the first minister who preached at either 
Place. In 1953 we visited the church at West Barnstable and noted in their 
bulletin that John Lothrop was the minister for the congregation from 1625 to 
1634 in London and from 1634 until his death on November 8, 1653, first in 
Scituate and then in Barnstable. A visit to this church is a thrilling experience 
because of its simple beauty, neat condition of repair and historical significance.

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Jane was baptized on September 29, 1614, at Edgerby, Kent County, England. (1) 

It. takes but little imagination to picture the wedding of Jane Lothrop 
and Samvucl Fuller at Mr. Cudworth's on April 8, 1635. It was a marriage of 
prominent people in the community and the ceremony was performed by Captain 
Miles Standish in the presence of their many friends. Undoubtedly, John Alden 
and Priscilla Mullins vere there. At least, one of their children was named 
Priscilla. Mr. Cudworth built his home in Scituate in 1634. The location is 
prominently marked near the center of town. The sign bears the following infornm- 
ation:

The house has been moved to a new location nearby and is now used as a local 
elie ee inaeny MUSEUM. 

Nicholas Bonham and Hannah Fuller were married on January 1, 1658, in 
Barnstable, Massachusetts. Their first three children were born in Barnstable: 
Hannah, born October 8, 1659,died August 19, 1689; Mary, born October 4, 1661, 
died 1742; Sarah, born February 16, 1664. And then it was but natural that 
Nicholas and Hannah heard the "call of the wild." Governor Carteret caused 
printed invitations to be sent to New England setting forth in glowing terms 
the advantages of the new colony in New Jersey. (2) The first conveyances of 
lands at Piscataway, New Jersey, were made to John Martin, Charles Gillman, 
Hugh Dunn, and Hopewell Hull (May 21, 1666). (3) Nicholas arrived in New Jersey 
sometime between the birth of his daughter Sarah in Barnstable in 1664 and the 
birth of his son Samuel in New Jersey in 1672. During this period there is no 
record of where they lived but they did have the following children between the

supposed that he came to New Jersey abovt 1669 as he was the 10th colonist 

to receive 4 grant of land in the amount of 122 acres. The following children 
were born in New Jersey: Samuel, born September 7, 1672, died October 1, 1682; 
Jane, born 1675, died 1676; Priscilla, born November 11, 1677. (1) 

This small group of colonists in New Jersey, neighbors and friends of 
Nicholas Bonham and his family, came, for the most part, from New England. (2) 
And they were surely a group of fine men made of stern stuff. Many of them 
founded families who later played a prominent part in the development of our 
country. Many of them intermarried and migrated to the West. Names such as 
Drake, Doty, Dunham, FitzRandolph, Gilman, Giles, Hull, Langstaff, Martin, 
Roynion, Smalley, Smith, Slater, and Sutton indicate families of this community. 

And among these men of high character Nicholas Bonham stands out as a 
leader of men. Soon after arriving in New Jersey he was made a Dutch Schepen, 
or magistrate, ieee duty it was to nominate citizens to various official pos- 
itions in the towns of East Jersey. He was approved as a Sergent of Militia 
in 1681. (3) He took an active part in the affairs of the community and must 
have been successful in his business affairs. He established the village of 
Bonhamtown which exists today as a living tribute to the honor of this staunch 


pioneer. He died July 20, 1684. (4) The following is a copy of his will: 


WILL OF NICHOLAS BONHAM 


"In the name of God, Amen, the 6 day of February in ye year one thousand 
six hundred eighty-three, 1, Nicholas Bonham of ye town of Piscataway in County 
of Middlesex in East New Jersey being sick in body but of good and perfect 
memory thanks be to ye all mighty God and calling to remembrance the uncertain 
estate of this transitory life that ail flesh must yield unto death when it 
shall please God to call, do make, constitute, ordain and declare this my last 
will and testament in manner and form following, revoking and annulling by 
those present all and every Testament and Testaments Will and Wills heretofore 
by me made and declared either by word or written and this is to be taken only 
Yor my last will and testament and none other --------

“And first being penitent and sorry from the bottom of my heart for 
my sins past most humbly desiring foregiveness for ye same J give and commit 
my soul unto Almighty God my Savior and Redeemer in Whom and by ye mercies 
of Jesus Christ I trust and believe assuredly to be saved and so have full 
rewission and foregiveness of all my sins and that my soul with my body at 
the general day of resurrection shall rise again with joy and through ye 
merits of Christ's death and passion passes so inherit the Kingdom of heaven 
prepared for his elect and chosen and my body to be buried in such a place 
where it shall please my executor hereafter named to appoint. And now for

"Item, I give unto my said son Hezekiah Bonham all ye rest of my land 
lying within ye township of Piscataway or a to him his heirs end assigns 
fOrever nem eennen-- 


"Item, I will order and appoint that all my cattell with my housenold 
goods shall remain in ye hands of my executors hereafter named for ye support 
of my family and ye bringing up of my children and as any of them marries such 
parts of ye cattell and goods to be given them as my executor shall think meet 
with and by ye advise and consent of my overseer hereafter named. 


“Item, I will and bequeath unto my grandchildren now living or shali be 
born within a year after ye date hereof, one bible to each of them to be bought 
and paid for out of my estate by me executors hereafter named. 


"Item, after ye decease of my said wife what chattles, goods or lands 
that is then undisposed of I do will and bequeath unto my son Hezekiah Bonham 
ne being my sole heir excepting ye legacies before mentioned and ye other dis- 
positions in ye articles above mentioned. 


"Item, I will constitute and appoint my wife Hannah Bonham and my son 
Hezekiah Bonham to be my whole and sole executors and dispose of my estate 
above mentioned accordingly as is above ordered and appointed with and by ye 
advise and consent of my overseer hereafter mentioned. 


"Item, I do request. and desire my friends Isaac Smalley and Edward Slater 
to be my overseers to assist and advise my said executors about ye disposing 
of ny estate and affairs as above said. 


"Given under my hand and seal the day and year above written. 


"Signed and sealed in the presents of Edward Slater 
Isaac Smalley" 
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Hezekiah Bonham (Chart I - Generation (3) ) 

Hezekiah, son of Nicholas and Harnah Fuller Bonham, was born between 
1664 and 1672, probably about 1666. It is believed that he was born during 
the migration from Massachusetts to New Jersey. At the death of his father 
ne was made executor of the will along with his mother although he was not” 
of legal age. Thus he surely had the confidence and respect of his father. (1) 
He married, in 1690, Mary Dunn (born January 19, 1671, and died November 7, 1699) 
the daughter of Hugh Dunn and his wife Elizabeth Drake Dunn, one of the immi- 
grant families from Massachusetts. (2) The children of this union are indicated 
in Chart I. During the period 1690 to 1699 there are numerous land transfers 
made by Hezekiah and his wife Mary. (3) And Mary Dunn is listed in the will of 
Hugh Dunn as the wife of Hezekiah Bonham. 

A significant incident in the life of Hezikiah took place about 1700. 
By chance he was found working on Sunday by the very religious Edward Dunhan, 
his brother-in-law. When taken to task he defended himself by referring to 
the Bible admonition to keep the seventh day holy. Considerable discussion 
and prayer followed until in 1705 Dunham end several other families organized 
the Seventh Dey Baptist Church of Piscataway. (4) It is important that we 
note that Hezekiah Bonham was not among the organizers. (5) He had moved to 
West Jersey. Hezekiah had been one of the several who had deeded land in 
West Jersey for Church and school purposes thus indicating an interest in 
that section of New Jersey. (6) Family tradition indicates that he was an 
"Episcopal clergyman". 

In 1699 Mary, the wife of Hezekiah, died and he soon moved to Maiden- 
head (now Lawrenceville) West seesass He then married as a second wife Ann Hunt. (7)

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It was here in Hunterdon County thet the "jah" Bonhams of tradition were born, 


the first about 1701 and the last about 1722. (1) Of thirteen sons of Hezekiah 
and Ann Hunt Bonham the names of all but one end in "ieh" such as Hezekiah, 
Nehemiah, Obadiah, etc. 

Hezekiah was elected or appointed Judge of Hunterdon County in 1723 and 
his name appears frequently on legal papers of the time, the last entry being 
a signature on the will of Henry Merson July 9, 1738. (2) The exact date of 


his death and his burial place are unknown. 


Nehemiah Bonham (Chart I - Generation (4) ) 
Nehemish was the son of Hezekiah and his second wife Ann Hunt. (3) He 
was born about 1702 and was the second of the so-called "iah" Bonhams. (4) 
Born in Hunterdon County his name is found on the official tax records as early 


as 1722. (5) He married Ann Stout, the daughter of Benjamin Stout. At least 


two children were born to this union, Nehemiah and Mercy. Mercy married Vincent 


Rutyon and had Vincent Jr., Bonham, John, and Absalom. (G) Nehemiah Ur. hed 


Nehemiah, Blijah, and Hezekiah. Nehemiah and his sons Nehemiah, Elijan, and 
Hezekiah are found on the tax records of Loudoun County as early as 1764. 
Nehemiah married Elizabeth Martin as a second wife ca. 1740. This is 
indicated by the will of Benjamin Martin, the father of Elizabeth. (Chart III) 
An interesting incident developed in connection with this will. For many years 
the information contained in the New Jersey Archives has been accepted. The 
Archives show that Nehemiah and Elizabeth had two children, Benjamin and 


Nehemiah. In checking the original will it was found that the Archives were

in error. The names of these children were Benjamin and Hezekiah. The followin 


is a copy of that portion of the will that is of interest to us here: "Iten, 


1, "First Settlers of Piscataway" - 0.E. Monnette, p. 332 
é.

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I give and bequeath unto my grandson Benjamin Bonham son of Nehemiah and 
Elizabeth Bonham that lott of land which I bought of Williem Winfield lying 
at the place called the vinyard to him and his heirs as an entailed estate of 


{nheritence in law forever." “Item, I give and bequeath unto my grandson 
Hezekiah Bonham son of Nehemiah and Elizabeth Bonham aforsaid the proprietor 
right which I have and not yet taken up for West Jersey (when taken up by 
said right) to him and his heirs as an entailed estate of inheritance in law 
forever." It is also interesting to note that this will is of great value 
poth officially and genealogically and it is being preserved and cared for in 
excellent manner by the Office of the Clerk of the Superior Court of the State 
of New Jersey. 

The last record of Nehemiah in West New Jersey is as a witness to the 
will of George Fox in Hunterdon County in 1754. (2) In 1763 Elizabeth witnessed 
the will of Joseph Morris in Shrewsbury, East New Jersey. It may be that 
fehemiah Bonham died sometime before 1763 and they had returned to East New Jersey 
where they had received their inheritance at the "Vinyard". The "Vinyard" was 
near Piscataway, New Jersey, as evidenced by the deed of John Martin to his son 
Joe for 80 acres at "The Vinyard” in the township bounded by the farms of 
J. Martin, N. Munday and Sam Hull and these farms were all near Piscataway. 

In 1734 N. Munday, in his will, called himself "of the Vinyard". The fact 

‘that they moved back to East Jersey is not unusual as we found Bonhams in 
voth East and West between 1700 and 1780. And, of course, this was the original 
“Hone of Elizabeth. (2) 

Benjamin Bonham (Chart I - Generation (5) ) 

Benjamin, son of Nehemiah and Elizabeth Martin Bonham, was born about 

1742 in New Jersey. This is shown in the will of Benjamin Martin. (3) In 1764 


his half brother and family are on the tax duplicate in Loudoun County, Virginie.

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In 1771 Benjamin, his brother Hezekiah, his half brother Nehemiah, and Nehe- 


mieh's children, Nehemiah dr. and Elijah were ail living in Loudoun County. (1) 
They are shown on the tax records there until 1780. In 1782 Benjamin, Hezekiah, 
Elijah, Nehemiah and Nehemiah Jr. are on the tax records of Frederick County, 
Virginia. They stayed there until 1788 and then moved back to Loudoun County. 
The tax records of Loudoun County show that Benjamin had the following children 
over sixteen years of age at this time: Nathan, Nehemiah, Jeremiah, and Benjamin ae, 
In 1794 Benjamin moved his family to Fauquier County and the records show two 
more sons, Martin and David. Benjamin stayed in Fauquier County until 1802 
and then moved back to Frederick County where he died in 1810. 

No record of the name of Benjamin's wife has been found but information 
in the family indicates that her first name was Phoebe. This information 
comes from Mrs. Dera Hayden of Gillette, Wyoming. Mrs. Hayden (born 9/29/1863) 
Was the daughter of Tacy Bonham and J. H. Pierce. Tacy was the daughter of 
Alexander Bonham the son of David and Tacy Phillips Bonham. Ina recent 
conversation with her nephew, Mr. Elmer B. Hazie, she says that she recalls 
that David's father's name was Benjamin and that his wife's name was Fhoebe. 

Benjamin and Phoebe had the following children: Nathan (born 1768) 
married Elizabeth Dean on June 8, 1790; Nehemieh (born 1770) married Isabelle 
Scott on April 12, 1798; Deborah (born 1771) married Benjamin Peck on 
.Janvary 5, 1796; Jeremiah (born August 6, 1773) married Fleanor McDonald on 
January 5, 1796; Benjamin Jr. (born 1775) married Olivia Saffel on April 3, 1797; 
Elizabeth (born 1777) married John Howell on August 4, 1804; David (born 1778) 
terried Tacy Phillips on May 1804; Martin (born 1779) married (1) Isabelle 
Calhoon on July 8, 1802,and (2) Orpha McDaniels; Rachel (born 1780) married 
William Howell on March 10, 1806; Smith (born 1782) married Ann Cleavenger on 
May 24, 1807. (2)

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The following items of information concerning the children of Benjamin 
are of interest. Nathan was a minister and moved to Wythe County, Virginia, 
4n 1791 end married several of the Bonham family there, Among these marriages 
was that of Nehemiah Bonham and Isabelle Scott. Deborah was married at the 
same place and time as Jeremiah. Jeremiah went bond for her and thus he is 
considered to be her brother although we have no other information of her. 
Jeremien's brother Martin went bond for him at the same time. (Additional 
information concerning this familly may be found in the section on collateral 
lines.) 

Another item of interest is a letter written by the granddaughter of 
David, the son of Benjamin. This letter is in the hands of the author and 
contains the following statement - "I often heard my father, David Bonham Jr., 
and a son of Smith Bonham, grandfather's youngest brother talk these things 
over when I was quite a little lass. Much of it lodged in my brain but not 
connectedly so. They told of the marriage of two brothers, Nehemiah and 
Zedekigh, to two sisters, Elizabeth and Ann Martin. Then, too, I heard then 
talk of the time my grandfather and his brother Smith when they decided to 
leave Virginia, which was then becoming controlled by slaveholders and which 
made it difficuit for a man of modest means to make a living for their growing 
family, so they decided to go to Ohio which was opened up as a free State." 

; The fact that Benjamin moved to Loudoun County, then Frederick County, 

back to Loudoun, then to Fauquier County and finally to Frederick County 

indicates that he may have been a minister. At least three of his sons were 

in the ministry and all of them were educated well by standards of the time. 
Jeremiah Bonham (Chart I - Generation (6) ) 

Jeremiah was the son of Benjamin Bonham and was born in Loudoun County, 
Virginia, on August 6, 1773. (1) He was married on January 5, 1796, in

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Frederick County, Virginia. (1) He married Eleanor McDonald, with his brother 
Martin furnishing bond. (1) (Cn the same day Deborah Bonham married Benjamin 
Peck and Jeremiah gave bond.) Some effort has been made to learn the identity 
of Eleanor McDonald, the wife of Jeremiah, but without success. It seems 
evident that she is not the daughter of Angus McDonald although he did have a 
daughter of that name. 

Jeremiah ang Eleanor Bonham had the following children; John, born about 
1797, warried Mary ss and O Neauiy nored to Indiana; Sarah, born about 1800, 
married Jacob Fouty and moved to Mirabile, Missouri; Benjamin (direct line); 
Samiel, born 10/18/1802, died 6/26/1866, married Maude (Maria) Maicolm on 12/25/1827. 

Jeremiah is on the tax records of Frederick County comtinually from 1796 
to 1814 and was listed as a "minister". That he was deeply religious is also 
indicated by the character of his will. In 1816 Jeremiah Bonham is listed on 
the tax record of the Lower District of Hampshire County as having three horses. 
On September 1, 1817, he purchased 150 acres of land from the heirs of William 
Pool, "At a place generally called the Levels." (2) On October 26, 1817, he 
purchased another 110 acres of land from Richard Anderson. The ceed for this 


last purchase is interesting but very difficult to read. The following excerpt 


_is typical - "Adjoining the land of John Critton and beginning at a white oak 


and hickory No. 83, Wt. 55 ps. to four pines corner to corner to his former 
survey; thence in a line near a pine No. 39, Wt. 62 ps. to a pine 3 ps. from 
two white oaks corner to said Critton; thence with his line S 16,: Wewi%2e pais 
to a black oak in the said line; thélize So. 60, W. 170 ps. to a stake; thence 
No. 3, E. 146 ps. to the beginning."

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Visiting the farm in the fall of 1949, one could understand the selection 
of this site for a home. It is near the banks of the Potomac River scross 
from Oldtown, Maryland, one and one-half miles from the village called "The 
Levels" and twenty miles north of the County seat, Romney. A gentle rolling 
country, it is one great fruit orchard. The house is approached by a winding 
lane cut deep by many years of flood and travel. About 100 yards from the 
house is the old family burial lot. It is small and stands in ruins. In the 
midst of this thicket are several headstones. As best we could, we copied 


inscriptions: 


"Jeremiah Bonham 
Died Dec. 25, 1860 
Aged 87 yrs., 4 mos., 19 days 
I have fought a good fight 
I have finished my course 
I have kept the faith" 


"Eleanor 
Wife of J. Bonham 
Died Sent. 21, 1851 
In the 78th year of her age 


Weep not for me when you stand round my grave" 


"Samuel Bonham 
Died June 26, 1866 
Aged 63 years, 8 mos., 8 days"

In 1953 we once more made our way to this old burial place and visited with 


the owners of the farm and other persons living in the community. In searching 
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the lot we found several more headstones. They were of the Beery family. 
In Romney we met Mrs. Ruth Schuler, a Beery descendant. She said that her 
ancestor David Beery and his wife started West and stopped to visit a few 
days with Jeremiah Bonham. While there his wife took sick and died. He 
jJater married again, purchased a neighboring farm and raised a family, and 


was e close friend of the Bonhams.

"tn the name of God Amen I Jeremiah Bonham of Hampshire County and state 
of Virginia being weak and infirm in bcdy but of sound minde and concidering 
the certainty of death and the uncertainty of the time thereof and being 
desirous to settle my worldly affairs and thereby be the better prepared to 
leave the world when it shall please God to call me hence do there fore make 
and publish this my last will and testament in manner and form following that 
is to say: First and principally I commit my soul into the hands of Almighty 
God, and my body to the earth to be decently buried at the discretion of my 
Executor herein after named, and after my debts and funeral expenses are paid 
I devise and bequeath to my two living children, and my five grandchildren of 
my two sones John and Benjamin deceased as follows, First to my Daugnter 
Sarah Fouty and her compenion Jaccb Fouty I give the Robert Pool tract of land 
of one hundred and three acres more or less. Second I give to my son Samuel 
one half of my home tract of land of one hundred and fifty acres to be laid 
off by a strait line from David Beery to Jacob Pence or Halls lines and he is 
to have the north end on which my dwelling house stands, and thirdly I give 
to my five grand children of my sons above named the other half of my home 
farm or the south end which is to be sold by my Executors and the proceeds 
equally devided amongst them. Further more I give and Dequeath to the missionary 
society of the Methodist Episcopal Church two hundred and fifty dollars subject 
to what I may hereafter pay during my life, all that may remain unpaid after 
. my decease is to be paid twenty five dollars annually, the money to be retained 
in my son Samuel's hands without interest. Then after that all the ballance 
of the proceeds of my Estate both real and personal together with all moneyes 
that may be due and owing to my said Estate shall be devided in three equal 
parts and one third I give and bequeath to Jacob and Sarah Fouty, one third 
to my son Samuel and the other third to be equally devided with my five grand 
children above named together with the above named tracts of land I give and 
bequeath to my two children and five prand children above named and their 
heirs forever with this provision in regard to my grandson Wesley Bonham his 
portion shall be given in way and manner at the discression of My Executor. 
Also due me at my death to be collected without interest and I hereby constitute 
&nd appoint my son Semiel Bonhan my sole Executor of this my last will and 
testament to Administer on my personal estate of every kind also to sell all 
my real Estate of every kind that is not heretofore distributed, and on the 
following terms one thirde in cash one third in one year from day of sale and 
the last third in two years from day of sale no deeds chall be given till the 
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nole of the purchase money is paid then my said Executor shall convey the said 
real property to said purchasers or purchaser by deed in fee simpel. And I do 
hereby revoke and annul all former wills by me heretofore made and ratify and 
confirm this and none other to be my last will and testament.

Benjamin Bonham (Chart I - Generation (7) ) 
Benjamin was born on May 5, 1801, in Frederick County, Virginia, and 

accompanied his family to Hampshire County about 1815. He married Susan, 
or Susanna, Yinger (born October 6, 1805), probably the davzhter of Henry 
Yinger, a neighbor, on August 28, 1823. (1) On February 28, 1824, he bought 
of John and Elizabeth McMorris, for $190.00, a farm situated on Bakers Run 
in dampshire County, Virginia (now West Virginia). (2) On March 26, 1827, 
Benjamm and his wife Susanna sold to Samuel Bonham for $200.00 a piece of 
land situated on Bakers Run and purchased by Bonham from John McMorris and 
his wife Elizabeth in February 1824. The home address of Benjamin and Susanna 
was given as Bedford County, Pennsylvania. (3) However, they did not stay 
long in Pennsylvania and no record could be found of them having lived in 
Bedford County. According to Father's statement, they moved to Shelby County, 
Ohio, when grandfather was about three years old. If this is correct, they 
came to Ohio about 1827 or 1828. On September 1, 1835, he was granted per-

However, his knowledge of medicine availed him little because he died on 
October 6, 1836, in Shelby County, Ohio. (1) His wife, Susan, continued to 
administer medical treatment to her neighbors for many years. Three volumes 
of books used by them are now in the hands of the author.

of one is the following notation in the handwriting of Susan:

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David M. Bonham, grandson of Susan, cften told of recalling his grand- 
rother riding horseback with saddle bags filled with roots, herbs and home- 
sade remedies as she applied her profession in the community. 

Benjamin and Susan had the following children; Jeremiah, John, Benjamin 
Wesley, Susan, Samuel Culver, and David Weaver. 

Susan married Walter Downey on January 15, 1856, and died July 23, 1880, 


in Shelby County, Ohio, and is buried in the cemetery at Sidney, Ohio.

Jeremiah was born October 18, 1824 (1), in Hampshire County, Virginia, 
(now West Virginia). The next bit of authentic information we have concerning 
him is his marriage at Sidney, Ohio, December 7, 1848 (2), to Mary Ann Fee 
(Chart III). He was evidently a farmer because we find the following lease 
in Deed Book, Volume 28, at Sidney, Ohio. The character of the lease indicates 
the general low value of labor at that time.--

William H. Bushman (Lease) to Jeremiah Bonham 


"This article of agreement entered into this ninth day of September, 1863, 
between William H. Bushman and Jeremiah Bonham, "Witnesseth", the said 
William Bushman hereby rents and leases to the said Jeremiah Bonham from 
the first day of April, A.D. 1863, until the first day of April 1869 (being 
for the term of six years) sixty-five acres of the farm-owned by the said 
Bushman and known as the Blake farm situated in Franklin Township, Shelby 
County, Ohio. Said sixty-five acres being comprised of 55 acres cleared 

on said farm and ten acres uncleared lying on the southwest corner of the 
cleared land on said farm. In consideration thereof and of the covenants 
herein mentioned the said Jeremiah Bonham agrees to farm said land ina 
good husband like manner keep the fences in good repair and to deliver one 
third of the grain raised on the 55 acres of cleared land on said farm in 
the bushel at Sidmey Ohio as soon thereafter as the same can - every year 
be prepared for market. The said Bonham further agrees to build on the 

10 acres of cleared land above mentioned a round log cabin 20 by 24 feet 
enclose the same by rail fence and furnish all the material for the same 
except 1000 feet of plank and brick for the chimney (which the said Bushman 
hereby agrees to furnish). The said Bonham further agrees to dig a well 

On the said land near the cabin and haul the brick for the same (said brick

The farm involved in the above lease is located in Turtlecreek 
Township, Shelby County, Ohio. At one time the crossroad here was known 
as "Ringworm", At present there are no distinguishing marks except the 
uneven spot locating the log house and a few remaining stumps of the old 
orchard planted by Jeremiah and his son David. 

It was on this farm the following children were born; Benjamin David, © 
Thomas Corwin, Susan Jane, Sarah Frances, and Nancy Elizabeth. Jeremiah 
died October 18, 1884, and is buried at the cemetery at Fort Jefferson, Ohio, 
Mary Ann died October 11, 1906, and is buried at Fort Jefferson, Lot 99,

Benjamin Bonham (Chart I - Generation (9) ) 

Benjamin David or David M., the first child of Jeremiah Bonham and 
Mary Ann Fee, was born September 15, 1849. (1) An unusual situation arises 
in relation to his name. In the census of 1850 he is listed as B. D. 
In the census of 1860 and 1870 he is listed as Benjamin David. In the records 
of the Cole Chapel Methodist Church are the following entries - David Bonham, 
Single, received on probation December 1871, J. S. Blair, pastor, Sprinkled 
June 6, 1872, full member July 28, 1872. His diploma from Medical College, 
1875, shows his name as David M. His name on his marriage record is David M. 
and through the remainder of his life he went by the name of David M. (Sister 


Bess states that she was aware of the fact that he had changed his name.)

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It is evident that he was originally named Benjamin David but for some 
unknown reason he dropped the Benjamin part of his name. This is unfortunate 
when a look at Chart I shows very clearly the source of the name many genera- 
tions &Z0-. 

Having been born in 189 he was too young to participate in the Civil 
War but he was old enough in 1863 to help in the building of their home on 
the Blake farm. He attended the local schools near Sidney, Ohio, and after 
teaching school several terms he graduated from Medical College in Cincinnati 
in 1875. (1) He practice” medicine first at Painter Creek and later at

Pleasant Hill, Ohio. On Noverber 9, 1873, he was murvied to Deita-S. Symonds (2) 
by Reverend R. McCaslin. Witnesses were Samuel Bonham and Smith Ike. 

The first child, Cora, was born September 10, 1874, and died May 15, 1877. 
Gail Forrest was born April 13, 1879, and married May S. Brand February 13, L698. 
Ray Otto was born August 2, 1862, married (1st) Lydia Hoffield and (2nd) Minnie 
Knapp. Della Symonds Bonha:n died April 23, 1883, at Pleasant Hill, Ohio. 

David M. then married Dora Oldham (Chart IV) May 15, 1885, and in 1886 moved 

to Piatt County, Tllinois. His license to practice medicine in the state of 

Illinois was granted Septerber 28, 1885, and was filed for record October 13, 1885.(3) 
His license to practice medicine in the state of -Indiana is dated February 17, 1886. 

Mother and Father often talked of their experience of traveling from Ohio 
to Illinois by horse and buggy. The good black soil of central Illinois was not 
well-drained at that time and in wet weather the mud roads Meeane a mass or 
sticky goo. It was discovraging to a young doctor so they started to return to 
Shelby County, Ohio. In the village of Edna Mills, Indiana, they met some old 
acquaintances who soon talked them into making it their home. It was in this 
quiet Indiana village that all of the children of David and Dora Bonham were 
born. Lonnie Guy was born February 18, 1886; Bessie Mabel, May 23, 1888;

In 1896 the family moved to Mulberry, Clinton County, Indiana, and it was 
jin this delightfully pleasant tow that the family lived, were educated, and 
attained maturity. It was in Mulberry that David M. Bonham, M.D., served 
faithfully and well as surgeon and physician for the greater part of his 
62 long years as a “country doctor". For many years it was necessary for him 
to keep a string of driving horses, part of the time cared for by a colored 
servant. He took great pride in his equipment and maintained it at high standard. 
His practice was very general and ran from common colds and tooth pulling to 
major operations. In later years he was exceptionally successful in the treat- 
ment of eczema. Many people and especially babies were cured of this disease 
in a manner little less than miraculous. His reputation grew to such an extent 
that patients came from great distances for treatment. 

In his personal life he always was liberal minded and progressive. He 
wanted the newest and best in his home as well as his office. He was one of 
the first in the community to install a private telephone from his home to his 


office. He took the lead in many progressive community improvements. He was 


always exceedingly neat and clean in appearance and for many years was distinguisned 


by his long-tailed Prince Albert and stiff hat. He enjoyed study and reading to 
such an extent that he was recognized as being well-informed on many subjects. 
He especially liked the study of the Bible and religious discussion. A keen 
student of human nature he served well, in his day, the spiritual, economic, 
social, and physical needs of his many, patients and friends. 

David M. died February 15, 1935, at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Bessie 
Stemen, in Crawfordsville, Indiana. He is buried in the Fairhaven Cemetery at 


Mulberry, Indiana.

Bove Oldham Bonham, wife of David M. Bonham, was the youngest daughter of 
Samuel Oldham and Rachel Shuff. She was born in Shelby County, Ohio, on 
December 22, 1866, and her mother died when she was a child (Chart V and VI). 
As a child she worked on her father's farm and had little opportunity for 
formal schooling. At 16 years of age she was employed for housework in the 
bome of David M. After David's first wife died, he married Dora and they moved 
to Illincis and then to Edna Mills, Indiana, and then to Mulberry, Indiana. 
She was a woman of great patience, good judgment and tact. She controlled 
her family by reason, suggestion, and love. For many years she was a very 
active worker in the Methodist Church in Mulberry and was very active in 
several lodges in the commmity. It was by means of her help, encouragement, 
and assistance that the author was able to secure a college education. No 
family ever had a finer mother. She died August 28, 1947 and is buried at 


the Fairhaven Cemetery in Mulberry, Indiana.

3/8/1799, in what was then known as the Rye Valley, 
Wythe County, Va., where my father, Capt. Nehemiah Bonham, lived 
until I was about nine years old, when he sold out and moved to 
Blount County, Tenn.,, near a place called Big Springs where he 
followed farming and wagon making until the war of 1812 broke out. 
He was elected Captain of the militia and set up a place to drill 
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at Big Springs. Father's sword before the war of 1812 had an 
English lion as a guard. As the war approached father had the 
lion taken off and a steel guard put on and it figured as an 
impliment of war and is now in the hands of brother Frank."

On 
Feb. 21, 1866 I.E. Stone, heir to the estate received final settle- 
ment. it is of interest to note that five of Benjamin's seven sons

A letter from C. F. Bonham printed in the Bonham genealogy by 
E. L. Smith says that John Bonham was a Revolutionary soldier from 
Hunterdon County, New Jersey. He married Mary La Fever, daughter of 
Elizabeth La Fever, and after the war lived in Bucks County, Pennsylvenie, 
and then went West to the Ohio River. He built a boat and floated down the 
Ohio to the Big Miami River and up the Miami and White Water Rivers to 
near Harrison, Ohic, where he made his home and was buried on his farm there. 


The census of 1790 lists a John Bonham in Allegheny County, Penn- 
sylvania. The Archives of New Jersey shows a John Bonham living in Lancaster 
County, New Jersey, in 1752. We have failed to find his relationship to the 
"jah" Bonhams.
